Every good first class Post 
Office in the United States has 
a little known feature - @ place 
where Post Office Inspectors can 
stay and observe the employees, 
and without the employyes’ know- 
ledge.

The house has a gambrel roof, 
and, according to Clara Olmstead 
Simmons, who was the wife of the 
former minister of the Congrega- 
tional Church, it was built by Ben- 
jamin Harnden, a brother of the 
Deacon John Harnden who was the 
parent of the children killed in the 
Harnden Massacre in 1706, 

The house stands on Middlesex 
Avenue, known for many years as 
‘the Main Road’ of Wilmington, 

It was, among other things, the 
place where the first Catholic 
Sunday School was conducted in 
Wilmington, started by Jerry Dou- 
cette about 1880, and conducted by 
him for about 10 years, 

In those days the Catholics of 
Wilmington attended Sunday Mass 
at the Augustinian Fathers, in Bal- 
lardvale, going by train from North 
Wilmington, and leaving their chil- 
dren in the old house, with Mrs 
Susan McEnroe, while the parents 
attended church, 

The house was for many years 
in the Eames family, One of the 
traditions, not verified, 1s that it 
was bullt for Samuel Eames, the 
son of Robert Eames of Woburn, 
in 1797. Most certainly it was in 
the hands of another Samuel Eames 
in the early days of the 19th cen- 
tury - the Samuel Eames known 
as Squire Samuel Eames, who was 
both a Selectman and a-TownClerk 
of Wilmington, 


passes right by the Old Shamrock, 


Squire Eames signature may be 
seen on many of the old documents 
of the town - and it (or another 
Samuel Eames) may be seen on a 
rafter in the house in which John 
Elia lives, in North Wilmington, 

Squire Eames had two wives in 
his time - the last being his bride 
when he was in his 80’s and she 
25 years of age, 
sister of Major Samuel Hopkin: 
Hopkins Street, and the ceremony 
was performe?¢ in 1822, 

Estber Eames, the first wife, 
died in September 1821, and it was 
16 months later that Squire Eames 
claimed Rebecca Hopkins as his 
bride, 

He was the son of John Eames, 
who lived in the old Eames home- 
stead on Wildwood Street, and thus 
was a grandson of Daniel, and a 
great-grandson ofthe first Samuel, 
who may have built the -home in 
which he lived, 

But the old homestead’s greatest 
claim to the affections ofthe people 
of Wilmington comes from the days 
when it was known as The Sham- 
rock, 

Mike and Susan McEnroe moved 
up from Wakefield about 1870 - they 
were the grandparents of the pre- 
sent principal of the High School 
and of Joseph B McMahon, manager 
of the Mechanics Savings Bank, 

‘They bought the old place, Mr 
McEnroe was a baker who worked 
for the Bond Baking Company, and 
also had a side job as Watchman 
at the Glen Road crossing of the 
Wildcat Railroad, -~- In those days 
there was a tender’s shanty near 


the crossing, in the corner which * 


is closest to the present site of 
St Thomas Church, There was a 
fairly good pond in what later 
became Kelly’s Meadow, but which 
was then known as Cole’s Pond, 
after Sam Cole, who lived on the 
hill overlooking the railroad, and 
used to sharpen skates for the 
children who wanted to skate on his 
Pond, 

Mrs McEnroe took in boarders, 
for many years - the Irish emi- 
grants who worked in the tannery 
across the street ~, Perry & Cut- 
ler’s - many year: er Harri- 
man’s, “\iet 

It was thus that the name Sham- 
rock was applied to the place ~ trom 
the many Irish who lived there, 

Among those Irish was a man 
named Bill Grimes, who became 
the Engineer at the tannery, Bill 
was the ancestor of people living in 
Wilmington today, and he bought the 
Place about 1900, when Mike and 
Susan McEnroe moved to the ‘bak- 


ery house’ which was a part ofa 
building adjoining the present First 
Baptist Church, 

I was a separate building, but 
it had one wall in common, Jim 
Kelly, Town Clerk of Wilmington, 
tore the old ‘bakery building’ down 
when he bought the place, and re- 
modeled it into a Shape nearly like 
tt is today, 

Bill Grimes lived in the old 
Shamrock for many years, He 
was an active man - he was at 
one time a Special Policeman, and 
a member of the Fire Department 
that Caleb Harriman started, with 
an engine house on the tannery 
property. 


The writer does not know if 
Grimes sold the house to the Tib- 
betts family or if someone eise 
was involved - but now, 42 years 
after the Tibbetts moved in, the 
fine old house is to acquire a new 
owner! 


And Miss Tibbetts has no idea 
of where she will live after Dec- 
ember first - but it won’t be in 
the Old Shamrock - where she 
had her flower garden for so 
many years!
